I. Claims 1-23, 28-35, 40-44, 49-51 and 58, drawn to constmcts comprising 
Agrobacterium-derived conditionally lethal oncogenes and regulatable 
promoters, methods for their use to select transformed plants and/or 
remove them from the environment, and the resultant plants, classified in 
class 800, subclass 290, for example. 

II. Claims 24-27, 36-39, 45-48, and 52-55, drawn to transformed high oleic 
acid Brassica plants including a particular cultivar, classified in class 800, 
subclass 306, for example. 

III. Claims 56-57, drawn to a method of culturing transfonned Brassica cells in 
a particular medium, classified in class 435. subclass 430.1 , for example. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I. II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different modes of operation, designs and effects. 

The invention of Group I involves Agrobacterium-derived oncogenes, regulatable 
promoters, methods of promoter induction, and methods of visually identifying cell 
proliferation phenotypes. each not required by any other group. 

The invention of Group II involves particular Brassica genotypes, including high 
oleic acid genotypes or a particular cultivar with a particular allele at every locus, not 
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required by Group I; metliods for Brassica transformation and regeneration not required 
by Group I; and conditionally lethal oncogenes not required by Group III. 

The invention of Group III involves methods for Brassica transformation and 
regeneration not required by Group I. Furthermore, the invention of Group ill involves a 
multitude of transgenes not required by Groups I or II, including transgenes which alter 
oil profile, and does not require the oncogenes required by Groups I or II. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, classification, and fields of search, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
